PORTERVILLE, Jan. 3 — Cola 
weather damage to citrus in the 
southeastern Tulare county area is 
stil questionable, since fruit that 
was hit by the 20-degree, and 
lower, weather of last week is just 
now beginning to break down. 

It will probably be the end of 
the week before a real picture be- 
gins to develop, however, there is 
unquestionably damage to the Na- 
vel crop in the lower areas and in 
the unprotected areas. 

But it would appear that there 
is also considerable undamaged 
fruit, and loss to growers in many 
instances may be primarily a loss 
in grade rather than a loss of 
crop. 

Status of the Valencia orange 
crop will not be determined for 
some time; since a Valencia or- 
ange will often grow out of frost 
damage by picking time in the 
spring.

_ Three political subdivisions have been involved for several 
; in community recreation—The city of Porterville, the Por- 
terville Elementary School district, and the Porterville Union High 
School and College district. 

- » Each of these is administered by a group of elected officials 
and each has specific responsibilities; most certainly there are 
honest differences of opinion as to where these responsibilities 
“begin and end concerning recreation. 


1 
Right here, perhaps, one distinction should be understood. 
When one political subdivision uses the facilities of another po- 
litical subdivision to conduct a program that is the responsibility 
of the user, then there may well be some kind of compensation 


involved. 


When individual citizens, or groups of citizens use the. facil- 
ities of a political subdivision, then there may well be admission 
charges, or rental fees, of free use, depending on how the elect- 
ed officials see the situation. But the point is that there is a 
different approach, necessarily, when for instance, the schools 
use a city facility, such as the ball park or swimming pool, in 

an. official school program, and when individual students, or 
groups of students, use the same facility as individuals but not as 
part of the school program. 


The same difference applies when the city uses a school fa- 
_ cility in its recreation program, and when individual citizens use 
a school facility as individuals. 


Carrying the individual approach a step further, city of 
Porterville residents pay the same school tax as do people out- 
side the city, but people outside the city do not pay the same 
city taxes as people inside the city pay to support city facilities. 


So it can be argued that city folks are entitled to the same 
use of school facilities as are country folks, but country folks are 
not entitled to the same use of city facilities as are city people. 


But even here the situation is not cut and dried, for people 
outside the city do contribute financially to the city in the form 
of sales tax, and it may well be economically profitable to the 
city to encourage outsiders to come into the city to use such 
facilities as the golf course, the swimming pool and the ball park 
—even the city library, which does have an element of recrea- 
tional use. 


So while the line is not absolute, it still can be logically argu- 
ed that city people and country people have equal use of school 
facilities, but country people, from the standpoint of “who pays 
the bill" may not be entitled to equal use of city facilities. 

And we admit that the shades of black and white in this 
area of argument are colored by an individual's point of view. 


Now, the big question. Whose responsibility is recreation? 


School trustees can logically say that their responsibility is 
limited to the education function, that recreation after school 
hours and during the summer is someone else's worry. Or they 
can say that the school does have a responsibility toward pro- 
viding recreation after school and during the summer; again we 
involve the personal attitude of the elected officials. 


City administrators can also say that recreation is none of 
their business, or they can say that it is their business; this is 
a matter of personal opinion. 


In the case of both city and school officials, the attitude of 
that segment of the public that elects them is a strong factor, 
since it is the public that, in one way and another, pays the bill. 


Traditionally, the city of Porterville has accepted little or no 
responsibility for a recreation program during the school year; 
both the high school and elementary district do conduct certain 
activities during the school year that can be classed as recreation 
—mostly for students, but, as in the case of city league basket- 
ball in the high school gym, also for adults. 


The city of Porterville, on the other hand, has accepted 
major responsibility for conducting a summer recreation pro- 
gram, principally baseball, although summer bands use inet 
facilities, and school athletic fields are also utilized. 


‘And to this we must add the efforts of many individuals 
who manage teams, and who put up money for uniforms and oth- 
er equipment. 


All this adds up to the fact that for a number of years 
the city has spent considerable money, and has allowed use of 
city facilities, in summer recreation that includes boys and girls 
from an area much wider than the city limits. A far less amount 
. money, plus facilities, have been contributed by the school 

istricts. 


We feel there has been quite general public acceptance of 
this arrangement, even though the questions of basic responsi- 
bility, who benefits most, and who pays what have never been 
spelled out in detail. 


With all of these shades of attitudes and approaches in 
mind, city councilmen and high school trustees will meet January 
14 to attempt to further reevaluate this community's recreation 
program, and also use of city facilities in the school program. 


There is most certainly room for argument, but there is also 
a lot of room for agreement. 


It is in the area of agreement that answers must be found, 
and can be found, even though the points of view of the elect- 
ed officials of the three political subdivisions must of necessity 
be somewhat different.

importance of providing the 
President of the United States 
with the best possible advice 
takes on fresh significance as 
a new session of Congress 
prepares to grapple with far- 
flung domestic and interna- 
tional problems. 

It is being pointed out on 
Capitol Hill that President 
Kennedy himself, in his re- 
cent review of his first two 
years in the White House, 
provided a startling example 
of the failure of his advisers. 

Mr. Kennedy, referring to 
the disastrous Bay of Pigs in- 
vasion of Cuba, said flatly that 
“the advice of those who were 
brought in on the executive 
branch” was “unanimous” and 
“wrong” and “I was responsi- 
ble.” 

Now, many members of 
Congress are fearful of. the 
type of advice Mr. Kennedy 
is getting on economic prob- 
lems from some.of his leading 
associates. An economic “Bay 
of Pigs” is feared—with dam- 
age to the nation’s economy— 
if their advice should be fol- 
lowed. 

Principal interest in this 
regard is being directed at Mr. 
Kennedy’s selection of two 
new members of his Council 
of Economic Advisers. The 
council is set up to guide the 
President on economic poli- 
cies vitally affecting the na- 
tion’s future. 

One of the new members— 
Gardner Ackley, former pro- 
fessor at the University of 
Michigan—has in the past ad- 
vocated establishing a federal 
Wage and Price Commission 
to determiné standards, sub- 
poena industry records, and 
issue findings with respect to 
all “strategic” price and wage 
increases proposed. 

The other person selected 
by Mr. Kennedy—John | P. 
Lewis, professor at Indiana 
University — has advocated 
requiring all big industrial 
concerns to obtain federal 
charters and to consult with 
government officials on prices 
and wages.

The third council member— 
Chairman Walter W. Heller— 
is regarded as the principal 
author of the Kennedy 
“Guidelines” for determining 
(in theory, at least) what are 
proper price and wage in- 
creases by industry. 

So, it is obvious that the 
views of the council-members 
would result in further regi- 
mentation of business—there- 
by preventing maximum 
growth of .the ‘sluggish 
economy. 

Their ideas, as well as those 
of other presidential advisers, 
will be reflected—to some ex- 


tent, at least—in the legisla-- 


tive program that Mr. Ken- 
nedy urges Congress enact in 
1963. 

Industry is urging upon Mr. 
Kennedy and upon Congress 
a legislative program intend- 
ed to bring about expansion 
of the nation’s economy. 
Among: other things, indus- 
try’s program proposes: 

1. Elimination of all unes- 
sential government spending 
to protect the nation’s fiscal 
solvency. 

Indications are that Mr. 
Kennedy’s budget for the 1963 
fiscal year (starting next July 
1) will recommend spending 
in excess, for the first time in 
history, of the record war-time 
total of $98.3° billion in 1945. 

2. Enactment of the Her- 
long-Baker tax rate reform 
measure which, by a series of 
five annual reductions, would 
lower personal and corpora- 
tion income tax rates to a 
maximum of 42 percent. 

Mr. Kennedy plans to ask 
Congress to cut personal and 
corporation income tax rates 
—and to recoup part of the 
lost revenue by imposing ad- 
ditional penalties upon indus- 
try and individuals. Details 
are to be made public after 
Congress convenes on Jan. 9. 

3. Approval of legislation to 
curb the monopoly power of 
labor unions, which has en- 
abled them to force wages to 
uneconomic levels

Miss Skinner’s research 
for this book began when she was. 
doing the script for her solo musi- 
cal show, “Paris ’90”. She was 
entranced by the manners, spirit 
and erotic seasoning of that time 
and place.

It is a social history of the 
violent days of San Francisco’s 
slaughterous struggle to control 
lucrative gambling, slave girls 
and opium dens which flourished 
from 1880 until the earthquake 
and fire destroyed Chinatown in 
1906. It also outlines the his- 
tory of the Chinese colony in 
America, particularly in San Fran- 
cisco, where these early unalter- 
able aliens, hated by the Irish and 
other groups, were virtually con- 
fined to a ghetto swept by tong 
wars as fierce as Mafia and Com- 
orra vendettas. The fascinating 
factual material here equals many 
of the Fu Manchu novels. 

KILL AND OVERKILL, by 


Ralph Lapp, is a brief, terse re-° 


view of the facts about atomic 
weapons and strategy, the arms 
race, and nuclear questions and 
issues. The giant bombs have 
gone beyond instruments of war- 
fare and are now psychological 
weapons to terrorize whole popu- 
lations, says the author, who is 
a physicist-writer well known for 
other books in the field. He firm- 
ly believes in limitation of arma- 
ments.

Among the nice things about 
the nursery business is the 
change which takes place with 
each season or each new year.

New roses, new 
shade trees, new fruit trees 
and several truck loads of oth- 
er fresh greenery. 

The new roses are Tropi- 
cana and Royal Highness.

Royal High- 
ness is pink and has all the 
outstanding qualities required 
of All America winners. 

Two trees which we are 

“carrving for the first time this 
vear are the Chinese Pagoda 
tree and the smoke tree. The 
Chinese Pagoda is a large tree 
with colorful yellow flowers in 
bunches fifteen inches long. 
The smoke tree is a small one 
about fifteen feet tall and 
equally wide. It prefers little 
care and poor soil so should 
do well for most of us. 

By the way, frozen plants 
and trees should not be trimmed 
back for at least a couple of 
months and then only if you're 
sure what's damaged and what 
isn’t.
